Homing Instinct Is Shown by Some 


Recent Experiments.in 


England. 


Some remarkably interesting de- | 


tails regarding the movements and ttie 
homing instinct of the edible crab 
were presented to the Eastern Sea 
Fisheries 
Committee. 
During 
the 


past two years Fishery inspector H. 
J)onnison has been carrying out in- 
vestigations on behall of the com- 
mittee, and the results of his work 
cannot fail to be of considerable use 
to those concerned in biological re- 
search. 


Jn the course of an exhaustive re- 


port lie stated that between July and 
September, 1910, nearly two thousand 
crabs were captured, and alter being 
labeled were again set free along the 
Norfolk and Lincolnshire coasts. The 
crabs had recently cast their shells, 
and new ones were then in process 
of hardening. 


Rewards were paid to fishermen 


upon returning the crabs when recap- 
tured. They were returned, to the sea 
at varying distances from the shore, 
and np to the present 21 per cent ot 
the labeled crustaceans bad. been re- 
captured and full data tabulated.

"When the writers of good Latin 


prose wished to convey the idea of

'acles,' which means a sharp edge or 
a sharp point. In the third century of 
our-era we find the word 'acieris' and 
later still the word 'aciarlum' whence 
the French 'acier,' meaning steel.
